Since then 
nothing had been done save to w ait 
till the P resident eith er signed or ve­ 
toed the tariff bill or it becam e a law 
by th e expiration of the tim e lim it. 
The President’s le tte r to Congress­ 
m an C atchings caused m ork talk th an 
the ad jo u rn m en t 
As has been said, 
th e la tte r function was com paratively 
a very tam e affair. 
W ashingtonians 
them selves took little in terest in the 
proceedings. 
B ut there were more 
th a n enough P ythians and th eir sym­ 
pathizers to fill a ll the available space 
in the galleries, so an audience w as 
n o t lacking. 
The spectators w ere the 
m ost interesting as w ell as the m ost 
interested p a rt of the e v en t 
U nlike the audience m ade of W ash­ 
ingtonians who have become blase 
w ith geeing m any adjournm ents, the 
crow d to-dav b etrayed a keenness of 
d elig h t and curiosity in everything 
th a t w as done.

W illiam M cFadden, of the law firm 
of G ardner A M cFadden, local repre­ 
sentatives of the Lake Shore road, 
filed a statem ent show ing th a t the

property in th e city and o u t of the 
city am ounted to $5,164.66. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Fadden could not say how much in 
earnings had been lost during the 
m onths of Ju n e and July.
